In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 
of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963) 
and with sanction oil Central Government under Sub- 
Section (i) of Section 124 of that Act, the Board of 
Trustees for the Port of Calcutta hereby make the fol¬ 
lowing regulations to amend the Calcutta Port Trust 
Employees’ (Other than Haldia Dock Complex) (Rec¬ 
ruitment Seniority and Promotion) Regulations, 
1985. 

1. Short title : These regulations may foe called the 
“Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Other than Haldia 
Dock Complex) (Recruitment, Seniority and Promo¬ 
tion) Seventh Amendment Regulations, 1992.” 

2. This will come into force on the date of publi¬ 
cation in the official Gazette. 

3. In the Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Other 
than Haldia Dock Complex) (Recruitment, Seniority 
and Promotion) Regulations, 1985— 

(A) Column-8 of Schedule 'C relating to the 
post of Management Trainee under Admi¬ 
nistration Department shall be substituted 
by the following •.— 

“Candidates for General disciplines like Admi¬ 
nistration, Traffic, Personnel & Industrial 
Relations, Stores, etc.—Honours|Post-Gra- 
duate Epgree with 55% marks in any disci¬ 
pline or a 1st Class Degree in any discipline 
where the concerned University does not 
offer Honours Course or Degree in Engi¬ 
neering or Law or Management. 

For Engineering discipline—Degree in Ciyil, 
Mechanical or Electrical Engineering with 
55% marks. 
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For Accounts discipline—Chartered Accountant! 
Cost and Works Accountants of M. Com. 
55% marks and specialisation in Account¬ 
ancy & Auditing or M.B.A. with 55% 
marks and specialisation in Finance. (They 
shall also be eligible for General discipines 
like Administration, Traffic, Personnel & 
Industrial Relations, etc.) 

(R) Column-8 of Schedule ‘C relating to the 
post of Engineer-in-Charge, Crane Vessel 
under Mechanical Engineering Department 
shall be substituted by the following:— 

(i) Higher Secondary or Equivalent 

(ii) Full Apprenticeship in Marine Workshop 

of Repute. 

Ciii) 2nd Class M.O.T. Certificate of Compe¬ 
tency (Combined or Steam|Diesel). 

(iv) Candidates having passed 2nd Class M.O.T. 
Part ‘A’ Examination and having requi¬ 
site sea experience for appearing in 2nd 


Class M.O.T. Part ‘B’ Examination may 
also be considered, if 2nd Class M.O.T. 
Certificate holders are not available. 

Note : The Calcutta Port Trust Employees’ (Other 
than Haldia Dock Complex) (Recruitment, 
Seniority & Promotion) Regulations, 1985 
were sanctioned by the Central Government 
and published in the Gazette of India (Extra¬ 
ordinary) dated the 30th December, 1985 
vide G.SJT. No. 945(E) of 30th December, 
1985. The 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th 
Amendment Regulations have been sanc¬ 
tioned by Government and published in the 
Gazette of India vide G.S.R. Nos. 917(E) 
dated 9th Inly, 1988, 647(E) dated 20th 
June, 1989, 636(E) dated 13th July, 1990, 
832(E) dated 10th October, 1990, 561(E) 
dated 6th September, 1991. 6th Amendment 
Regulation 1991 have also been approved 
by Government vide M.O.S.T.’s letter No. 
PR-12016|20|91-PE. 1 dated 12!l5th July, 
1991. 
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
